WHEREAS, many times a juror is called upon to serve for six hours a day so that their pay on those days 
would be $2.50 per hour; and 

WHEREAS, Grand Jurors must serve every day for a month, and sometimes continue periodically 
beyond that for up to eighteen months; and 

WHEREAS, other jurors serve anywhere from one day to weeks depending on the case they are assigned 
to hear; and 

WHEREAS, many residents are self employed or work at minimum wage jobs so that their civic duty as 
a juror requires them to lose substantial sums of money by being a juror; and 

WHEREAS, this financial burden induces many to avoid jury duty thus limiting the pool of jurors and 
even calling in to question whether the jury pool is a true representation of the county; and 

WHEREAS, it is the public policy to encourage and allow participation by all residents in the jury 
process; and 

WHEREAS, it is within the authority of the Cook County Board of Commissioners to correct this 
inequity. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that the pay for a juror be increased to no less than $30.00 
per day and the transportation reimbursement be no less than $5.00 per day

WHEREAS, automobile liability claims cost Cook County over six hundred thousand dollars in 1999; 
and 

WHEREAS, Cook County currently offers a four hour Defensive Driving Course taught by the Risk 
Management Department; and 

WHEREAS, employees from the Risk Management Department are certified by the National Safety 
Council as instructors for a Defensive Driving Course; and 

WHEREAS, organizations using the National Safety Council’s Defensive Driving Course have benefited 
from lower insurance rates, less vehicle down time for repairs, increased production time from 
employees, decreased hospital costs, less employee injuries and most importantly more lives saved; and 
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WHEREAS, the National Safety Council’s Defensive Driving Course has been nationally recognized to 
reduce the amount of collisions; and 

WHEREAS, if Cook County employees were required to take the Defensive Driving Course after being 
involved in a motor vehicle accident, the County’s future costs from automobile accidents should decrease. 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that any Cook County employee involved in a motor 
vehicle accident while driving any vehicle for County business, is required to be enrolled in one of the 
Defensive Driving Courses offered by the Risk Management Department or a similar course used by a 
County department before that employee is again able to drive any vehicle as a part of their duties for 
Cook County.

SISTER COUNTY AGREEMENT 
Between 

THE COUNTY OF DOWN 
& 

THE COUNTY OF COOK 

The County of Cook and District Councils of Down, Newry Mourne and Banbridge, Northern Ireland, 
hereafter referred to as the “Parties” are prompted by the wish to extend and strengthen the existing ties of 
commerce and friendship between the two areas. 

Both areas have developed an important local economy that can be the object of useful exchanges for the 
citizens and businesses of both areas. Therefore, the parties agree to sign the following sister county 
agreement. 


Article 1 

The friendship and co-operation referred to in this agreement will apply to economic and commercial, as 
well as cultural and educational exchanges. 

Article 2 

Methods to carry out this co-operation include the following; 

Exchanges of information and professional internship; 

Organization of classes, seminars, symposia, meetings, conferences, etc.; 

Trade Missions; 

Export, import, and investment promotion; 

Trade show assistance and partnership. 

The parties may agree on other forms of collaboration than these referred to in this article. 
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Article 3 


The parties will make every effort to foster relationships and exchanges between their citizens and 
businesses, particularly in the economic, commercial, scientific, and technical areas. 


Article 4 


The agencies of the parties in charge of the elaboration and follow-up of the programs are the Cook 
County Department of Planning, Office of Economic Development and Down Chicago Link Ltd. in 
association with Down District Council, Newry and Mourne District Council and Banbridge District 
Council. 


Article 5 


This agreement may be modified at any time by written notification and agreement between the two 
parties. Modifications will come into effect from the date of their approval by the parties. 


Article 6 


This agreement will come into effect as of the date of its signing and will have a five-year validity, 
renewable automatically for the same period of time, unless otherwise notified by one of the parties. 


Article 7 


The content of the previous article will not affect any ongoing programs unless the parties agree to the 
contrary.

WHEREAS, Thomas A. Foran was appointed U.S. Attorney for the Northern District of Illinois in 1968 
at the urging of the late Mayor Richard J. Daley. He was a staunch Democrat who was retained as U.S. 
Attorney by President Richard Nixon because Nixon was impressed with his legal skills, and 

WHEREAS, as U.S. Attorney, Thomas A. Foran successfully prosecuted more than 150 people in the 
flight against organized crime. He also filed housing and civil rights cases on behalf of minority victims, 
and 

WHEREAS, Thomas A. Foran served as U.S. Attorney until 1970 when he returned to private practice, 
rejoining Robert E. Wiss with whom he had practiced as Foran and Wiss from the mid-1950s until he 
went to the U.S. Attorney’s Office. The firm was renamed to Foran, Wiss & Schultz after long-time 
friend Richard Schultz joined the firm. Thomas A. Foran continued to practice at the firm, which now

Importantly, he was also the gregarious former president of a River Forest synagogue and a popular 
lecturer on Zionism and Eastern European Jewry in the Chicago area, and

WHEREAS, the soaring cost of prescription drugs force many Illinois seniors to go without proper 
medication or other necessities thereby affecting their health and safety; and 

WHEREAS, prescription drug prices in the United States are the world’s highest, averaging 32% higher 
than in Canada and 60% higher than in Great Britain; and 

WHEREAS, reducing the cost of prescription drugs would benefit the health and well-being of all Illinois 
senior citizens by providing more affordable access to needed drugs; and 
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WHEREAS, shortly before he passed away four years ago, Joseph Cardinal Bernardin wrote a pastoral 
letter where he eloquently stated that “health care is an essential safeguard of human life and dignity; and 
there is an obligation for society to ensure that every person be able to realize this right”; and 

WHEREAS, it is deemed to be in the public interest to submit this question of public policy to the voters 
of Cook County.
